And my 
Condition was repreſented to me to be 
no better then his ( which I concluded 
was had enough: For T was convinced 
Swearing was bad; and had always a de- 
ceſtation of it.) This brake my Peace ex- 
ceedingly, fo that I could not go on with 
that Delight I had done before. 
Bur the Enemy had till ſomthing at 
hand, to uphold his Kingdom in me, and 
he brought theſe carnal Reaſonings into 
my Mind, 'thar moſt People, who knew 
me, look'd upon me to be a Sober Man ;

Then did the Enemy bring more Scrip- 
rures, to hold me ſtill under his Power, 
and by premoting thoſe Scriptures, he 
raiſed up his feeming-religions Props 
in me, thereby to ſupport his Kingdom, 
as he doth in many at- this day, who 
make a great Profellion in Words,. and 
ralk much of God, as I then could do; 
but did nor know him, any more than 
they do now.

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being yielded to it, will redeem out of 
Sin, and preſerve and keep from Sin, And 
I having a Witneſs for God in me, it did 
teſtifie to the Truth of what was declared; 
and I was then by it convinced, that 
That was the Way of God,and Thoſe*were 
the People of God. 

But I thought I faw-a Liow in the Way, 
and that there was a great Crols to be 
caken up: Yer I found, if I could be de- 
livered from that, which was fo great a 
Burden to me, I could be' contented to 
undergo a great deal. From that time 
forward, I {till kept to the Meetings-of 
the People of the Lord, who are at this 
time diſtinguiſh'd by the Name Quakers, 
as the People of the Lord were in Ages 
paſt called Chriſtians. Which Name is 
now given to Drunkardsand Swearers, and 
all manner of prophane Perſons, and by the 
Sons of Belial one to-another; fo that the 
Name Chriſtian, is become a reproach a- 
mongſt them that are called Heathens, 
through the Blaſphemy ' of thoſe, thar 
have covered themſelves with the Name 
Chriſtian, but do notlive the Chriſtian Life. 

Now keeping to the Meetings of - the 
Lord's People, I did there hear many De- 
clarations, teſtifying to the Power of the 
Lord, what it had wrought for his Ser- 
yants in this Age, and likewiſe what he 
would

&o for all thoſe who are faithful and obe- 
dient, in this day of his Power ; Yet ſtill 
Sin remained in me, and that was my 
great Weight and Burden. | 

But now, knowing where Strength 
and Power was, a Secret Hope wat raiſed

ver prevail by my own ſtrength, or any 
thing {ct up-in my own will, while that 
Was 10g. 

Bur now, having liked my {elf under 
an another Commander, my old Maſter 
was enraged, and comes with his uſual 
Boldneſs and Confidence, to demand En- 
trance ; and being denied, he makes uſe 
of his former Weapons, but was diſap- 
pointed, and driven back by the Power
